Kuropatkin’s attempt, to break through 
the J apanese left wing and outflank 
Field Marshal Oyama's position on the 
Shakhe riv er, seem s to hav e failed en­ 
tirely. 
Few details, howev er, are 
av ailable beyond the information con­ 
tained In the official dispatches. 
Field 
Marshal Cyama,. as at the battle of 
the Shakhe riv er, appears to hav e an­ 
swered the Russian adv ance with a 
counter offensiv e mov ement •, but no 
great disposition was shown to carry 
the war far into the territory held by 
the Russians. 
At the war office there is an inclina­ 
tion to lay the chief blame for the fail­ 
ure of the mov ement to sudden change 
of the weather, to intense cold. 20 de­ 
grees below zero, with a high wind 
which drifted the snow and rendered 
It hazardous to expose the troops to 
camping in the open plain, and also 
Impeded the transportation of guns, 
supplies and the wounded. The opera­ 
tion entrusted to the second army, un­ 
der General Grippenherg. was the cap­ 
ture of Sandepas, which, once in Rus 
slan hands, would serv e as a piv ot for 
a flanking mov ement 
against Field 
Marshal Oyama, hut Sandepas prov ed 
too hard a nut to crack, and the J ap­ 
anese, taking adv antage of the check 
of the Russians, hurried no their rein 
forcem ents and assumed the defensiv e 
on the Hun riv er as well as along the 
railroad and the great Mandarin road 
The Russians, howev er, appear to hav e 
been com pletely successful in the de­ 
fense, repulsing all the J apanese a t­ 
tacks. 
Under the circum stances General 
Grippenherg decided not to press the 
attempt to storm Sandepas. which Is 
situated in a flat country and there­ 
fore more difficult to take by assault 
than a. position in a hilly country. 
Owing to the flat trajectory and the 
enormous penetration of modern pro­ 
jectiles, the capture of the outer line 
of 
trenches 
on 
Thursday 
entailed 
heav y casua lties. 
There is no official 
estim a te of the losses, but It is ex 
pected that, some thousands on both 
sides were killed or wounded. 
The news of the defeat, coming at 
this time. Is especia lly hard for the 
gov ernment. 
The popular idea con­ 
tinues to he that the adv ance was un­ 
dertaken In order to div ert the a tten­ 
tion of the people from the ev ents In j 
Wuropean Russia.

has been transferred entirely from St 
Petersburg and Moscow to Warsaw. 
Lodz and IJ bau, where a sta te of siege 
has been proclaimed. 
Warsaw is the 
chief center of interest on account 
of 
the rioting there 8unday and Sunday 
night, when at least 160 persons were 
killed or wounded. 
The strike con­ 
tinues unabated and business is para­ 
lyzed. 
fn Warsaw, howev er, the crisis 
is by no means passed and there is 
great apprehension here. 
The War 
saw demonstrators ev idently are In an 
ugly mood. 
The public reprimand ad­ 
ministered to Deputy Chief of Police 
Roudnetf of Moscow on account of the 
posting of the anti-Bntish telegram In 
that city, has been deliv ered, and In 
gov ernment circles it is thought to be 
sev ere enough to sa tisfy British opin­ 
ion. 
It is thought that this step, to­ 
gether with circulating the reprimand 
In prov incial administrations, will pre­ 
v ent further a ttacks or insinuations 
aga inst foreigners and will remov e the 
incident from the realm of diplomacy. 
Work is being generally resumed. In 
Moscow the men’s demands hav e been 
partially conceded and all the railroad 
workshops hav e resumed operations 
The strike has ended at Saratoff. 
At 
Llbau some of the strikers hav e re­ 
turned to work. 
No further extensiv e 
strikes are reported at any fresh cen 
ters, nor are there disorders except at 
Warsaw.

London. J an. 31.—Reports of con 
tinued a cts of hostility to Great Brit 
ain and citizens of this country in 
Russia are causing considerable per 
plexitv and anxiety in official circles 
in London. 
At the foreign office there 
is ev ident apprehension of another 
popular 
anti-Russian outburst 
here, 
and while diplomats say there is no 
doubt that full satisfa ction will be giv ­ 
en for the Warsaw affair, the newspa­ 
pers are unanimous in condemnation 
of Russia and attribute ali incidents 
to anti-British sentiment. 
At the for 
eign office 1t was intimated that these 
a ccum ulativ e ev idences of hostility, 
whether accidental or intentional, are 
causing much apprehension, and that 
it will be necessa ry for the Russian 
gov ernment to giv e full and prompt 
explanation, or otherwise popular sent­ 
iment in the United Kingdom might 
create a serious situation.

consul at Warsaw. Mucukain. is mere­ 
ly an interpreter and nativ e clerk in 
ihe cor suiate, that fact made no differ 
ence and that it would be necessary 
to prov e that the affair was not the 
r$guit of t h e ‘publication of the ob­ 
jectionable uotices •oncom ing which 
Ambassador Hardinge already has pro­ 
tested officially.

31.—With 
the 
general assembly closing the fourth 
week of Its session, there Is a disposi­ 
tion in some quarters to ex press as­ 
tonishment because the output of fin­ 
ished legislation up to this time is no 
larger. 
It would, however, be a reflec­ 
tion upon the legislature, rather than 
an evidence of Its good intentions. If 
many measures of general application 
and large importance had as yet found 
their way to the governor’s table. The 
real work of the session up to this 
time has necessarily been done in the 
©onimytees. 
Speak er Reed called the 
various committees of the national 
house of representatives “little legis­ 
latures.” and the term is to a degree 
applicable to the committees of the 
general assembly, although it is true 
that a report on a bill has more weight 
in congress than in a state legislature. 
A great deal of vicious and ill-consid­ 
ered legislation as a m atter of fact, 
however, meets an inglorious end in 
committee. 
The value of a general 
assembly Is to be judged as much by 
what it refuses to do as by what it 
realiy accomplishes in the m atter of 
new legislation. Bills have been g eng 
into the hopper by scores ever since 
the opening day of the general assem­ 
bly. and if all of the legislative prop­ 
ositions advanced were to be accepted 
by the general assembly, the acts of 
1905 would certainly be fearfully and 
wonderfully made. 
So far as the more 
important measures, of which there 
•re a num ber pending, are concerned, 
thev have already been made the sub­ 
ject of serious study in committee, 
and from now on reports upon them 
will be reaching the general assembly. 
Session’s Work to Date. 
In the senate, at the beginning of 
the first sogg.on of the present week , 
204 bills had been introduced in the 
•enate and 2 3 5 in the house, a total 
of 439 in hoth branches of the general 
assembly. 
Lieutenant Governor Mil­ 
ler says that the num ber of bills intro­ 
duced so far would Indicate a total of 
750 for the session, which would be 
much lower than the number intro­ 
duced in any preceding session. 
This 
is In part to be attributed to the fact 
that the bills presented by the codifi­ 
cation commission cover so wide a 
•cope that many measures are being 
held back pending the action of the 
general assembly upon them. 
The suggestion has been made that 
the report of the codification commis­ 
sion. which constitutes what may per­ 
haps be considered the most important 
work of the session, be laid over until 
the nex t general assembly, allowing 
the intervening time for discussion. 
The suggestion has met with little fa­ 
vor. 
It is probably true that two 
years’ discussion would tend to cloud 
rather than to clear the situation. 
An 
illustration of this is found in the crit­ 
icism offered to one of the bills pro­ 
posed fn the commission’s report by 
one of the leading lawyers of Indi­ 
anapolis. who says its effect would be 
to mak e Indiana instead of N*w J e r­ 
sey the haven of trusts. 
Judge M. A. 
Chipman, a member of the commis­ 
sion and a lawyer of great ability, de­ 
nies that this is the purpose or that 
it would be the effect of the bill in 
question. 
Lieutenant Governor Pleated. 
Both branches of the general aa- 
sembly are especially fortunate in the 
manner of men chosen to preside over 
them 
Clean and capable, both Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Miller and Speak er 
Cantwell enjoy the confidence of all 
those having to do with legislative 
affairs and of the people of Indiana 
generally 
Both of them are In har­ 
mony with the policies of the adm in­ 
istration and are k eeping the reigns 
of the legislative team well in hand. 
Lieutenant Governor Miller Is well 
pleased with the progress so far made 
by the general assembly. 
“The sen­ 
ate." he says, “ seems ambitious to do 
things. 
The members 
are 
work ing 
hard 
The committees are also desir­ 
ous to get through with the work al 
lotted to them as soon as possible con­ 
sistently with what they ought to do 
There has been some talk about the 
bills of the codification commission, 
but there has not been a fair chance 
on them yet. 
"Eighteen hundred of the two thou 
sand copier, of the 
flmtion bills 
ordered printed, have been distributed 
in the different counties of the state 
and the members are beginning to j 
hear from their constituents, and then 
it will not be difficult for them to de­ 
cide what they wish to do. 
There has 
been talk of dumping all the codifica 
tion b*!!s until the nex t session of it« 
general assembly, but the senntore. as 
a rule, feel taat they ought to dispose 
of it now. and I look for some good 
work with those bills. 
The work of 
the two houses ai this session mak es 
a good showing as compared with 
previous general assemblies ” 
State cf Legislation. 
The bouse has passed about twenty 
bills up to this time. 
Neither branch 


has passed any bills originating In 
the other branch, with the ex ception 
of the two bills passed very early in 
the session—one appropriating money 
for the ex penses of the general assem ­ 
bly and the other repealing the law of 
19C3 for the printing of engrossed and 
enrolled bills in patented type. 
The 
two bills are the only ones thus far 
that have reacned the governor. Some 
of the bills passed in one branch 
have reached engrossment in the other 
branch. 
Of the codification bills, that 
on 
eminent 
domain 
has 
advanced 
farthest. It was ready for second read­ 
ing in the house, but was referred back 
to the committee for amendments. 
Of 
the other codification commission bills 
that on criminal laws seems most 
lik ely 
to 
receive 
early 
favorable 
action. 
The bill on cities and towns 
ia 
till being argued before the joint 
C o m m itte e * of the house and senate. 
Bill t to regulate private bank s are 
•till in the senate committee on bank s. 
The Guirf bill in the house and the 
Me* re bill in th„? seuate. to mak e re­ 
in o n.* t r a n c e s against 
liquor licenses 
good for two years, are mak ing rapid 
progress. 
A 
legislative 
apportionment 
bill 
bas practically been agreed upon, >ut 
has not yet been introduced. 
The 
republicans will probably hold a cau­ 
cus on the measure before or shortly 
after ft is introduced 
The Spirit of Service. 
One thing forces itself upofi the at­ 
tention of the most careless observer, 
and that is that no general assemblv 
in many years has gone about its work 
with so evident an intention to serve 
faithfully and weil the people of the 
state. 
The new era in national poli­ 
tics. with its stricter standard of vir­ 
tue which it has set up for the public 
service, has had its effect in the legis­ 
lative halls of Indiana. 
Either be­ 
cause of the changed conditions mani­ 
festing themselves, or because of the 
warning sounded by retiring Governor 
Durbin and incoming Governor Hanly, 
the professional lobby that has been 
so much in evidence in years gone by, 
is either absent or playing a timid part 
during the present general assembly. 
This is the more remark able because 
ro legislature in recent years has had 
pending before it ao many measures 
calculated to bring such a lobby to the 
front. 
To say that conditions are better 
in this respect than ever before is not 
to imply that comparatively speak ing 
they have been bad in recent years. 
Fresh from the enjoyment of the hos­ 
pitality of the Indiana general assem­ 
bly, Mr. Bryan declared in Connecti­ 
on! the other evening that Indiana is 
"the most corrupt state In the Union.” 
This is a slander utterly without Justi­ 
fication. 
On the contrary It is doubt­ 
ful if any state haa in recent years 
oonducted its public affairs on a higher 
plare or in a more wholesome atm os­ 
phere than has Indiana. 
It is doubtful 
if any one of the many state legisla­ 
tures now in session is so free from 
the suspicion of corruption as is that 
now assembled at Indianapolis. 
A Sense of Responsibility. 
The overwhelming majority of re­ 
publicans in the legislature, consider­ 
ed in connection with the enormous 
popular majority at the polls at the 
last election, instead of being inter­ 
preted as a license to raid the treasury 
in behalf of .his or that pet project, 
or to carry partisan politics into the 
mak ing of laws, as some very good 
and some very intelligent persons fear­ 
ed when the reports first began to 
con e in, seem to have had the opposite 
effect. This overwhelming "majority is 
accepted as emphasising the thought 
or responsibility, and while neither 
the policy of the administration nor 
that of the lawmak ing body will be 
characterized 
by 
an 
Inclination 
to 
cheeseparing, which In the end always 
prco es to be false economy, yet there 
will be no onslaught on the treasury 
in any way suggested or prompted by 
the remark able vote at the polls. 
On 
the whole progressive conservatism 
seems to be the anim ating principle, 
and this most of the Democrats seem 
to be willing to concede 
In fair­ 
ness to most of them it should be said 
that the disposition seems to be to 
fall in and become a part of the gen­ 
era! movement in this direction. 
Concerning Institutional Needs. 
There will be occasion neither for 
surprise nor for censure If the ap­ 
propriations of the present general 
assembly are in the aggregate larger 
than those of the legislature of 1903. 
The demands upon the several penal, 
benevolent, charitable and educational 
institutions of the state have been in­ 
creasing during the past few years 
with astonishing 
rapidity. 
Despite 
the fact that these institutions have 
been conducted on a basis so economi­ 
cal that the per capita coat of m ainte­ 
nance 
bas 
been 
greatly 
decreased 
under that of a decade ago. the growth 
In actual population is mak ing necess­ 
ary not only larger maintenance appro­ 
priations, but the erection 
of 
new 
buildings and the enlarging of the old 
ones. 
The present general assembly 
must provide for the new institution 
for the deaf and dumb to tak e the 
place of the old one. the grounds of 
which have recently been sold at great 
advantage. 
It must mak e adequate 
provision for the new Industrial school 
for girls, to carry out a long cherished 
purpose on the part of the state to 
give these unfortunate young women 
a better opportunity for reform than is 
afforded under the present system of 
association 
with 
an 
institution 
for 
criminals 
Additional provision must 
of necessity be msde for ths insane, 
either by an increase in the site of the 
three smaller hospitals, or by the erec­ 
tion of a new one: 
the latter plan 
teem s the more lik ely of adoption at 
this time 
This in itself will necess’ 
tate an ex nendtture of cuo:x tL in a 
half miUoo dollar« .

The legislative committee has 
more than cut in two the estimates fur­ 
nished by the institutions themselves. 
Meeting Ex traordinary Demands 
In part the increasing demands of 
the state’s institutional system upon 
the state treasury are met by the an­ 
nual increase in the tax duplicate. 
But conditions present and prospect­ 
ive demand ytill further accessions to 
the general fund 
Fortunately the 
debt of the state has been so far re­ 
duced that the state debt sink ing fund 
will during the present year meet 
every dollar of Indebtedness due be­ 
fore 1915. or payable before 1910. and 
leave In the state treasury something 
lik e fifty thousand dollars. It has been 
suggested that without an Increase in 
the aggregate tax levy, the new de­ 
mands may be provided for by the 
abolition of the state debt sink ing 
fund In whole or in part, and the sub­ 
stitution therefore of a temporary in­ 
stitutional levy oi two or three cents 
on the hundred dollars. 
Some plan 
of this k ind will doubtless be adopted. 
A member of the general assembly 
the other day Introduced a bill provid­ 
ing for the borrowing'by the state of 
a million dollars to meet these de­ 
mands 
It is hardly necessary to state 
that this member sits on the demo­ 
cratic side. 
His resolution was entire­ 
ly in line with democratic tradition 
and precedent in Indiana. 
During the 
decade ending with the year 1891 In­ 
diana Democratic leadership nearly 
doubled the state debt by the issuing 
of interest bearing bonds as a sub­ 
stitute for direct tax ation. 
Since 1860 
democratic ex periments along this line 
have cost the people of the state in 
interest payments millions of dollars. 
Representative Scifres’ action in this 
regard is indicative of what 
might 
have been ex pected if the people of 
the state had placed Indiana demo­ 
cratic leadership in control of state 
fiscal and legislative affairs last year. 
Strengthening the N’cholson Law. 
There is an evident determination 
on the part of the general assembly 
to strengthen the Nicholson law.—not 
by adding any new features of impor­ 
tance to it. but by mak ing the remon- 
itranee provision more effective. 
In 
rural communities persons opposing 
the granting of liquor licenses have 
been put to « ndless annovance because 
of the necessity of filing a remon- 
•tranee every time a new applicant 
appears before the county commis­ 
sioners. 
Sometimes 
this 
perform­ 
ance is gone through with once a 
month, the purpose of the applicants 
being apparently to wear out the oppo­ 
sition 
This is contrary to the spirit 
of the law and to good public policy, 
and Governor Hanlv, in his inaugural 
address, took the reasonable position 
that the people of a ward or township 
should be free to eliminate the saloon 
as an institution if they desired to do 
•o. long enough to permit themselves 
at least a good breathing spell prepar­ 
atory to another struggle. 
Institution for Epileptics. 
Governor Hanly has voiced a de­ 
mand for an Institution for epileptics 
which in all probability will be heeded 
by the present general assembly. 
Concerning the New Governor. 
When Governor Hanly was inaugur­ 
ated on Jan 9 he sounded a k eynote 
for 
his 
whole 
administration, 
and 
there is manifest in the governor's 
attitude toward all questions of public 
policy the same spirit of devotion to 
the public weal and to high ideals In 
public service which were ex pressed 
In his Inaugural address 
Hanly has a distinct policy, and the 
Impress of his influence will be upon 
the work of the present general assem ­ 
bly when it nas been concluded 
Gov­ 
ernor Hanly’s program Includes the 
strengthening of the remonstrance sec­ 
tion of the Nicholson law the enact­ 
ment of a railroad commission law and 
a system of public accountability for 
what are now k nown as private bank s. 
There is little doubt but that some­ 
thing will be done upon each one of 
these propositions. 
The Governor and the Editors. 
The annual meeting of the Republi­ 
can State Editorial association held 
here last week was one of the most 
■ucceesful in years 
A notable feature 
of the sessions was the disposition to 
discus* methods of elevating the stan­ 
dards of a 
profession, rather than 
means of mak ing mere money out of a 
business 
At the annual banquet on 
Thursday 
evening notable speeches 
were made by Governor Hanly, Lieut­ 
enant Governor Miller. John L Grif­ 
fiths. and others 
Governor 
Hanly 
spok e with feeling of the splendid 
work done by the ivepublican country 
press of Indiana during the last cam­ 
paign. and said that it was entitled to 
a large share of the credit for an un­ 
precedented victory. 
He appealed to 
the editors present for their support in 
behalf oi tiie more important measures 
proposed by the administration, and 
brought from his hearers a response 
significantly enthusiastic 
The resolu­ 
tions adopted by the editorial associa­ 
tion pledged tne support of the organ­ 
isation 
to the recommendations 
of 
President

There is perhaps no state in 
the Union where the support of the 
Republican local press means so much, 
la the absence of a state Republican 
paper

Finally Chairman Hep­ 
burn moved to report the Esch-Town- 
send measure with am endm ents and 
then the Democratic members of the 
committee were called In and an hour 
given them to canvass the bill. 
Dur­ 
ing that um e it , eveloped that two 
of the six minority members were not 
satisfied with the Davey bill. 
The 
four members 
who did 
support it 
agreed to add two amendments, one 
providing that where a rate is named 
by the commission affecting two or 
more roads, the commission on the 
failure of the roads to agree on a 
division of the rate, shall mak e a rul­ 
ing on the m atter and the other ex ­ 
pediting btigation over a rate has been 
fired by the commission. 
The full commission then met and 
after voting ,iown the Davey bill hy 
a party vote the Republicans carried 
the Hepburn motion. 
The Democrats 
gave notice that they would present 
the Davey hill In the house with a 
minority renort. 
Mr. Townsend sub­ 
sequently Introduced in the house the 
measure agree on in order to have ii 
printed. 
The 
hill, 
as 
reported, 
contains 
twenty-two sections. 
The last section 
of the bill provides “This act shall 
tak e effect on the firs* day of April 
1905.
